A Waste of Fuel 


The advancing price of coal lias J 


been such of recent years as to lead j 
to federal investigations, now under 
tray. But not merely have the prices 
of coal kept increasing, also the oid 
time standby, the wood pile, is not j 
the cheap provider of winter comfort j 
as of yore.

In large cities the prices asked for j 


enough wood to feed a fire place or 
kitchen stove are frequently pro- 
hibitive. In rural sections the forest 
rather than the coal mine is often 
the main dependence for fuel. 
In i 


many villages prices are being paid | 
that represent a big advance in cost! 
of living. 
j 


The 
fuel wood 
supply of thisj 


country has been scandalously wast-j 
ed. Lax regulation and public care- 
lessness has permitted forest fires 
to sweep off in a day. the supplies j 
of a town for a generation. 
In cut-1 


ting, isolated wood piles are often j 
forgotten 
and left to rot on the j 


ground. 
Every vestige of a tree isj 


•wept off. If young trees could bntj 
be spared, another crop would be 
ready for marketing in about half 
the time it now takes to grow a 
forest. 


The American people have no con- 


ception of the thrifty, prudent waj 
in which in other lands the supplies 
of wood fuel are utilized and husband- 
ed. The gathering of "fagots" seems 
to be a regular trade, and every scrap 
of dead wood in the forest is utilized 
In many sections of Europe certain 
kinds of trees seem merely like tas.=eis 
on the tops of poles. The lower iimbe 


are cut off periodically, and form a 
cheap fuel supplj for people who can 
afford nothing better. 


Xow that so many of the natura 


resources of the country are being 
exhausted, it is time to devise meant 
for better utilization. In forest lands 
scattered wood piles, dead limbs, and 
limbs from cut trees, are rotting on 
the ground, sufficient to warm tht 
poor people of a city.

Washington. Dec. 13.—[Special.]—A 


majority ct the senate can pass any 
bill it determines to put through. 
Sometimes it takes nerve and force,

Any minority 
that would undertake to talk a tariff 
or currency bill to death would not re- 
ceive popular support. 


The Democrats showed courage in 


forcing long sessions to put through 
the currency bill. Nothing like it has 
been known in the senate at such an 
early period of the proceedings, and. 
what is more, no one seems to get 
any sympathy in crying out against 
the meeting hour at 10 o'clock and the 
night sessions until 11 in the evening.

Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass 
of the field, which today is. and to- 
morrow ig cast into the oven [as fuel], 
shall Re not much uiore clothe you, O 
yo of little faith?" (Matthew C-2S40.) 
Pastor Rnsaell said in part: 


The great Teacher, we are told, 


taught In parables and in dark sayings 
(not easily comprehended). Even our 
lord's disciples were In the dark con- 
cerning the meaning of many of His 
statements until the Holy Spirit at 
Pentecost gave them enlightenment, as 
Jesus had promised. This being true, 
we are not surprised that many have 
misapprehended some of the Master's 
dark sayings respecting: the cutting off 
of a band or a foot, the plucking out 
of an eye, respecting undying worms 
and quenchless fires, and even la re- 
spect to the text of today. 


There are people of fair Intelligence 


who interpret the Master to mean that 
His followers are not to labor as do 
the remainder of mankind for the ne- 
cessities of life; that they should ex- 
pect to be supported by others who do 
labor with sweat of face—that they 
should be maintained by tithes, col- 
lections, etc.. and toil and spin not at 
all. We believe that such are making 
a great mistake, as did the man re- 
cently reported in the press as having 
cut off his hand in what he thought 
was obedience to the Master's instruc- 
tion. We can sympathize with these 
errors of judgment, but should avoid 
them and seek to have the spirit of 
the Master's teaching, which was al- 
ways the spirit of a sound mind. 


In His discourse Jesus had called 


the attention of His hearers to the fact 
that the Gentiles—the heathen—were 
continually thinking about their tem- 
poralities and praying about these— 
"What shall we eat? What shall we 
drink? 
Wherewithal shall we be 


clothed?" 
"But your Father know- 


«th what things ye have need of be- 
fore ye ask Him." 
Let your worry, 


therefore, if you have worries, be for 
something higher and nobler than 
merely the necessities of life. Consid- 
er that while you were once aliens 
and strangers through sin. disobedi- 
ence to the Divine I^aw. you have now 
been brought back into accord with 
Odd and are privileged to address Him 
In prayer, "Our Father, which art In 
Heaven." 


If we have the faith to believe that 


God through Christ has accepted us as 
His children, we should as children 
trust our Parent In respect to all the 
affairs of life—great and small—food 
and raiment—everything. 
But here 


comes the important point—the crucial 
test Are we the children of God? Is 
He our Heavenly Father? Has He be- 
gotten us of the Holy Spirit? Are our 
sins forgiven? 
Are we reconciled to 


God through the death of His Son? 
Are we children—"and if children, then 
heirs of God and Joint-heirs with Je- 
sus Christ" our Lord? • 


Upon the answers to these questions 


being in the affirmative is the strenatn 
of the basis of all onr faith and hope 
If we are not God's children, if we 
have not come In His appointed way.

through Christ—those for. whom He 
gave His Only Begotten Son. Would 
tie redeem them with that precious 
Pucrltice and then bare no care for 
their future welfare? Would He beget 
i-bildren with Hl» Holy Spirit and then 
be negligent In providing for their ne- 
cessities? Xsy! God will not over- 
look the Interests of His consecrated 
children, and whatever may seem to be 
an oversight and lack of provision Is 
to be understood to be In reality the 
reverse—that which the Heavenly Fa- 
ther sees to be for their highest and 
best interests. 


"So Cloth* the Grass." 


The Master called attention to the 


beauty of the lily. Much is discernible 
to the natural eye. and still more when 
we examine the perfections of the flow- 
er microscopically. Wonderful Indeed 
Is the raiment of the lily! Solomon hi 
all bis glory had no such seamless robe, 
aud no such perfect texture for his rai- 
ment- 


Perhaps the Master had a deeper 


thought respecting raiment than ap- 
pears on the surface by His words. 
"Shall He not much more clothe yon?" 
While He assuredly meant that we 
are to trust Heavenly provision for our 
natural clothing, it would appear that 
He may have meant a clothing for us 
as New Creatures—the spotless, seam- 
less robe of Christ's righteousness, 
granted to us as a wedding garment, 
in the merit of which we have access 
to all the riches of God's grace in the 
present life and. If faithful, shall be 
granted an abundant entrance into His 
everlasting Kingdom. 


"Take No Anxious Thought." 


God takes thought respecting the Di- 


vine plans and arrangements. 
Jesus 


thought out carefully the course He 
pursued; and He instructed those who 
were desirous of. being His disciples to 
sit down and carefully count the cost 
All these things show us that the Mas- 
ter would not have His followers 
thoughtless, living merely moment by 
moment, failing to make provision for 
the seasons, the weather, the table, 
etc. 


What He meant what the Greek 


text fully bears out, is that His fol- 
lowers should have no worry respect- 
ing temporalities. 
Having exercised 


thought, prudence, care, having done 
to the best of their judgment and 
ability, not slothfnlly, but energetical- 
ly, they are to rest the matter, realiz- 
ing that all their affairs are placed iu 
the hands of the Heavenly Father 
through Christ, and that all the Heav- 
enly powers are pledged to make all 
things work together for good to them, 
because they love God and have been 
called according to His purpose. 


"Seek Ye Chiefly the Kingdom." 


While anxious care was not to be ex- 


ercised respecting temporalities, great 
care was to be exercised iu respect to 
anything appertaining to the Kingdom. 
The call of the Church is to member- 
ship In the great Kingdom of God. of 
which Christ is the Head, the Chief 
King; we may be under kings and un- 
der priests, associated with our Re- 
deemer in His great Messianic work 
of a thousand years. It was to attain 
a share In that Kingdom that we made 
consecration of onr lives, our wills, onr 
all. 
to the Ix>rd; and only through j 


srreat tribulation can we enter that ' 
Kingdom. As God is pleased to see 
our restf illness respecting temporali- 
ties of life wh«n He has aereed to pro- 
vide for us according to His Wisdom 
and in response to our'efforts, so He ' 
Is pleaded to see. en the contrary, onr'' 
zeal, our perseverance, our almost wor- 
rying that the ereat prize of the King- 
dom should not be lost by us. 


The reason for wishing us to thus 


worry for the Kingdom, and not to 
worry for earthly thinsrs. is evident on

Is it any wonder that God should 


expect us to be very zealous In striv- 
ing to attain the Kingdom? Would 
He give so great an honor to any who 
valued iK lightly? Surely angels and 
cherubim would be glad to accept po- 
sitions in the Kingdom if offered to 
them! But God has passed by the 
angels, and invited members of the 
fallen race, whose hearts have turned 
to Him, that they might become, not 
only justified, from their "sins, but 
sanctified through Christ and heirs of 
the Kingdom. 


Is It any wonder that the Lord has 


provided that only through much trib- 
ulation shall any enter the Kingdom? 
Whoever is not willing to endure trib- 
ulation for the Kingdom's sake would 
thereby show that he had not the 
proper appreciation and that he Is not 
worthy of It If the Master endured 
even unto death, bow could we ex- 
pect that we might be joint-heirs with 
Him unless we possessed His spirit.

blessings of the Kingdom! May these 
Heavenly things more and more be our 
portion! Let us look less and less at 
the temporary things, and with the eye 
of faith look more and more to the 
:oings not seen. wtiuFh are eternal, and 
to the Church heavenly.—2 Corinthians

tion by conferring upon him a Lang- 
ley medal 'for his researches relating 
to the resistance of the air in connec- 
tion with aviation." 


The designer of the 
Eiffel 
tower 


studied engineering at the Paris Cen- 
tral School of Arts and Manufactures. 
He was only twenty-six when he de- 
signed the great iron bridge over the 
Garonne at Bordeaux. In the carry- 
ing out of this contract the com- 
pressed air method of sinking founda- 
tion cylinders was used for the first 
time in any important project. Eiffel's 
success with these caissons worked a 
revolution in building, and made him 
famous among engineers and archi- 
tects the world over. Later he built 
the Garabit viaduct, the framework 
for Bartholdi's Statute of Liberty, the 
grand vestibule and principal facade 
of the Paris Exposition of 1S78, and 
other works in which he manifested 
remarkable engineering skill. 


It was the huge framework, of the 


Liberty statute that gave Eiffel the 
germ of the idea which he worked out 
in the gigantic iron tower on the 
Champ-de-Mars in Paris which was 
hailed as one of the great wonders of 
the modern world, and which made 
his name a household word among 
people of all classes in a*l civilized 
nations. 
Ever since Babel mankind 


has aspired to climb or fly upward, 
and the Eiffel Tower made an appeal 
to the imagination that was universal. 
A quarter of a century ago, when the 
tower was in process of construction, 
the name of Eiffel was on evervbodv's 
lips. 


The tower was built as one of the 


features of the Paris exposition of 
1&S9. The work was commenced in 
1887, 
and was rushed to 
completion 


within the specified time. The struc- 
ture, which rises to the height of 
1,000 
feet, was built of iron lattice- 


work, and 7,300 tons of metal were 
used in its construction. Three sets of 
elevators carry people to the top, 
where the structure is capped bv an 
immense lantern. The cost of" the 
tower was over a million dollars, the 
French government contributing f 292,- 
000. 
So great was the popular inter- 


est that the fees for 1889 repaid the 
outlay, and M. Eiffel made a fortune 
out of the tv.-enty years' lease given 
him. Many uses have been developed 
for Effel Tower. Its importance from 
a meteoroligical point of view can 
scarcely be overestimated. It has en- 
abled the weather experts to observe 
the variation of winds, to study the 
decrease of temperature at 
different 


heights, and the density of the clouds. 
Since the discovery of the wireless the 
tower has gained a new importance as 
a wireless station. That the French 
weather bureau service is the best in 
the world is due largely to the facili- 
ties afforded by EffePs 
monumental 
structure. 


Eiffel 
Tower's nearest rival in 


height is the Woolworth Building in 
Xew York, 
which is 865 
feet 
in 


height. 
Buenos Ayres, the 
South 


American metropolis, will soon have 
a tower, however, that will surpass 
Eiffel in height, size 
and cost, if 


present plans are carried out As the 
pioneer among modern tower build- 
ings, M. Eiffel is certain of imperish- 
able fame, and his unfortunate con- 
nection with the Panama scandal of 
twenty years ago will be forgotten.
